Oii"thc other I 
hand, it will not do to feed corn en¬ 
tirely. In feeding corn to pigs the 
best results come when il is given 
to them once a day if they have grass 
to run 011 during the day. or if they 
have skim milk or middlings once a 
day. Gluten meal may take tlie place 
of the middlings If desired; it will do 
quite as much good anil is cheaper.
